AUSTRIA AND THE TURKISH PROVINCES. 


The news from Europe contradicts the sfcate- 

ent so positively made, that Russia had en¬ 
tirely evacuated the Turkish Principalities on 
the Danube. She withdraws her troops, it ap¬ 
pears, from Wallaehia, leaving the Danube 
open to Austrian commerce, but retains pos¬ 
session of Moldavia, which runs northward, a 
sort of peninsula, far into the Russian empire. 
So far as the evacuation has taken place, it 
seems, strangely enough, to have been in com¬ 
pliance with the summons of Austria, as if the 
two countries were yet on terms of good neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Beyond thfo concession to the demands of 
Austria, whioh is all that he considers to be 
reasonable, the Czar refuses to go. He is will¬ 
ing to divide the spoils of the war. Take Wal¬ 
laehia and the Danube, he says to Austria; I 
will content myself with Moldavia and the 
Pruth. 

We shall see whether Austria will attempt 
to drive the Russians from Moldavia. To us 
it appears much more likely that she will be 
satisfied with what Russia so liberally allows 
her. The new arrangement places Wallaehia 


beyond the power of the French and English 
to reoover for Turkey. It is as much severed, 
for aught we can see, from tho Turkish empire, 
as if it had still remained in the possession of 
Russia, and in all probability will never be re¬ 
stored.— N. Y. Eve. Post.

ENGLISH WOMEN. 


“A lady asked me this evening what I 
thought of the beauty of the ladies of the Eng¬ 
lish aristocracy: she was a Scotch lady, by the 
by; so the question was a fair one. 1 replied, 
that certainly report had not exaggerated their 
charms. Thon came a home question—how 
the ladies of England compared with the la¬ 
dies of America. 1 Now for ity patriotism,’ said 
I to myself; and, invoking to my aid certain 
fair saints of my own country, whose faoea I 
distinctly remembered, I assured her that I 
had never seen more beautiful women than 1 
had in America. Grieved was I to be obliged 
to add, ‘ But your ladies keep their beauty 
much later and longer.’ Thfo fact stares one 
in the face in every company; one meets ladies 
past fifty, glowing, radiant, and blooming, with 
a freshness of complexion and fulness of out¬ 
line refreshing to contemplate. Whafc oan be 
the reason ? Tell us, Muses and Graeee, what 
oan it bej? Is it the conservative power of sea 
fogs and coal smoke — tho same cause that 
keeps the turf green, and makes the holly and 
ivy flourish? How comes it that our married 
ladies dwindle, fade, and grow thin—that their 
noses incline to Btyprpness, and their elbows to 
angularity, just at the time of life when their 
island sisters round out into a comfortable and 
becoming amplitude and falneiis? If it is the 
fog and the Eea coal, why, then, I am afraid 
we never shall come up with them. But per¬ 
haps there may be other causes why a country 
whieh starts some of the most beautiful girls 
in the world produces so few beautiful women. 
Have not our close-heated stove rooms some¬ 
thing to do with it? Have not the immense 
amount of hot biscuits, hot corn cakes, and 
other compounds got up with ths aorid poison 
of saleratus, something to do with it ? Above 
all, has not our climate, with its alternate ex¬ 
tremes of heat and cold, a tendency to induoe 
habits of in-door indolenoe ? Climate, certain¬ 
ly, has a great deal to do with it; ours is evi¬ 
dently more trying and more exhausting; and 
because it is so, we Bhould not pile upon ’ 1 


back errors of dress and diet whieh are avoid¬ 
ed by our neighbors. They keep their beauty, 
because they keep their health. It has been 
as remarkable as anything to me, since I have 
been here, that I do not constantly, as at home, 
hear one and another spoken of a3 in misera¬ 
ble health, as very delicate, &e. Health seems 
to be the rule, and not the exception. For my 
party I must say, the most favorable omen that 
1 know of for female beauty in America is, the 
multiplication of water, cure establishments, 
where our ladies, if they get nothing else, do 
gain some ideas as to tho necessity of fresh 
air, regular exercise, simple diet, and the laws 
of hygiene in general. 

“ There is one thing more which goes a long 
way towards the continued health of these 
English ladies, and therefore towards their 
beauty; and that is, the quietude and perpetu¬ 
ity of their domestic institutions. They do 
not, like us, fade their cheeks lying awake 
nights ruminating the awful question who shall 
do the washing next week, or who shall taka 
the chambermaid’s place, who is going to be 
married, or that of the cook, who has signified 
her intention of parting with the mistress. 
Their hospitality is never embarrassed by th8 
consideration that their whole kitchen cabinet 
may desert at the moment that their guests 


arrive. They are not obliged to choose be¬ 
tween washing their own dishes, or having 
their cut glasB, silver, and ohina, left to the 
meroy of a foreigner, who has never done any¬ 
thing but field work. And last, not least, they 
are not possessed with that ambition to do the 


What is there ever road of in books, o_ 

scribed in foreign travel, as attained by people 
in possession of every means and appliance, 
which our women will not undertake, single- 
handed, in spite of every providential indica¬ 
tion to the contrary? Who is not cognizant 
of dinner parties invited, in whioh the iad.y of 
the house has figured successively as confec¬ 
tioner, cook, dining-room girl, and, lastly, rush¬ 
ed up stairs to bathe her glowing cheeks, 
Bmooth her hair, draw on satin drees and kid 
gloves, and appear in the drawing room as if 
nothing were the matter? Certainly, the un¬ 
daunted bravery of our American females oan 
never enough be admired. Other women can 
play gracefully the head of the establishment; 
but who, like them, could be head, hand, and 
foot, all at once? 

“ As I have spoken of stoves, I will here re¬ 
mark that I have not yet seen one in Englapd ; 
neither, so far as I can remember, have I Been 
a house warmed by a furnace. Bright coal 
fires, in grates of polished steel, are as yet the 
lares and penates of old England. If 1 am in¬ 
clined to mourn over any defection in my own 
country, it is the closing up of the cheerful 
open fire, with its bright lights and dancing 
shadows, and the planting on our domestic 
hearth of that sullen, stifling gnome, the air¬ 
tight. I ■ agree with Hawthorne in thinking 
the movement fatal to patriotism; for who 
would fight for an air-tight! ” 

We must differ from Mrs. Stowe, as from 
some other American tourists. Dpring the 
month or two we spent in London and Eng¬ 
land last summer, our attention was constantly 
directed to the appearance of English women, 
At their operas, in their parties, in theii 
churches, on tho streets, and at their watering 
plaoes, we observed them critically, and cer¬ 
tainly with favorable prepossessions; but we 
could not see the justice of such a contrast as 
that presented in the foregoing extract. As a 
general rule, we have no hesitation in saying, 
that American women, when married, retain 
their good looks and their healtbfulness of ap¬ 
pearance quite as long aa the English. How 
can we help believing thfo, when on the single 
street in whieh we live, comprising some twenty- 
six residence®, there are about ninety children, 
ranging from one year to fifteen, and that their 
mothers, with one or two exceptions, are large, 
well-developed, full-formed, and healthy-look- 
_ing women, without any of those angularities 
to which Mrs. Stowe alludes? Shall we be 
pardoned for saying that their average weigh! 
would be over one hundred and twenty, while 
some of them would reaeh near one hundred 
and forty ? The truth is, in passing in review 
before our mind’s eye, the married ladies ol 
our acquaintance throughout the country—and 
they are not few—we must say that fulness oi 
form and fine health are the rule, angularity 
and ill health the exception. It is no dispar¬ 
agement to English women to say that our 
American women will suffer nothing by com¬ 
parison with them at any stage of life. 

Mrs. Stowe will pardon.ua, but we are in¬ 
clined to think that the superior quinquagesimal 
beauty of England, like its surpassing roes! 
beef, is partly traditional. 

MACAULAY. 

“ I had met Macaulay before, but as you 
have not, you will of course ask a lady’s first 
question, ‘ How does he look ? ’ 

“ Well, my dear, so far as relates to tho mere 
outward husk of the soul, our engravers a.id 
daguerreotypists have done their work as well 
as tboy usually do. The engravings that you 
get in tho best editions of his works may ba 
considered, I suppose, a fair representation ot 
how he looks when he sits to have his picture 
taken, whjch is generally very different from 
the way anybody looks at any other time. 
People seem to forget, in taking, likenesses, that 
the features of the face are nothing hut an 
alphabet, and that a dry, dead map of a per¬ 
son’s face gives no more idea how one looks 
than the simple presentation of an alphabet 
shows what there is in a poem. 

“ Macaulay’s whole physique gives you the 
impression of great strength and stamina ot 
constitution. He has the kind of frame which 
we usually imagine as peculiarly English; 
shorty stout, and .firmly knit. There is some¬ 
thing hearty in ail hfo demonstrations. He 
speaks in that fall, round, rolling voice, deep 
from the chesty which we also conceive of as 
being more common in England thaD America, 
As to his conversation, it is just like hfo writing; 
that is to#ay, it shows very strongly the same 
qualities of mind. 

“ I was informed that he is famous for a most 


uncommon memory; one of those men to whom 
it seems impossible to forget a thing oaoe 
read; and ha has read ail sorts of things that 
can bo thought of, in all languages. A gen¬ 
tleman told me that he could repeat all the 
Newgate literature, hanging ballads, last 
speeches, and dying confessions; while his 
knowledge of Milton is eo accute, that if bis 
poems were blotted out of existence, tliey 
might be restored simply from hfo memory. 
This same acourate knowledge extends to the 
Latin and Greek classics, and to much of the 
literature of modern Europe. Had nature been 
required to make a man to order, for a per¬ 
fect historian, nothing better oould have been 
put together, especially since there is enough 
of the poetio fire included in tho composition, 
to fuse all these multiplied materials together, 
and oolor the historical crystallization with 
them. 

“Macaulay is about fifty. Ho has never 
married ; yet there are unmistakable evidences, 
in the breathings and aspects of the family 
eirole by whom he was surrounded, that tha 
social part is not wanting in his conformation. 
Some very charming young lady relative seem¬ 
ed to think quite as much of their gifted uncle 
as you might have done had he been yours. 

“ Macaulay is celebrated as a controversial¬ 
ist ; and, like Coleridge, Carlyle, and almost 
every one who enjoys thfo reputation, he has 
sometimes been accused of not allowing peo¬ 
ple their fair share in conversation. This 
might prove an objection, possibly, to those 
who wish to talk; but as I greatly prefer to 
hear, it would prove none to me. 1 must say, 
however, that on this occasion the matter was 
quite equitably managed. There wore, I should 
think, some twenty or thirty at the breakfast 
table, and the conversation formed itself into 
little eddies of two or three around the table, 
now and then welling out into a great bay of 
general discourse.” 


A Negro Patriot. —The Charleston Mer¬ 
cury, of a late date, chronioles the death, in 
that city, on the 17th inst,, of “Captain Wil¬ 
liamson,” a free man of color, at the great age 
of one hundred and thirteen years. In this 
long life of industry, he accumulated a suffi¬ 
cient fortune for the comfortable support oi 
himself and wife. Tho latter survives him, 
being over eighty years of age. The Mercury 
says of the Captain, that, “during the war of 
the Revolution, he assisted in throwing up the 
lines for the defenoe of tha city, (Charleston,) 
and was an ardent lover of hfo oountry.”

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THE NEBRASKA BILL. 


AN ACT TO ORGANIZE THE TERRITORIES 
OF NEBRASKA AND KANSAS. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and Mouse 
of Representatives of the United Stales in Congress 
assembled , That all that part of tlio territory of 
the United States included within the following 
limits, except such portions thereof as are herein¬ 
after expressly exempted front the operations of 
this act, to wit: beginning at a point in the Mis¬ 
souri river where the fortieth parallel of north 
latitude crosses the same; thence west on said 
parallel to the east boundary of the Territory of 
Utah, on the summit of the Rocky Mountains; 
thence on said summit northward to the forty- 
ninth parallel of north latitude; thence east or 
said parallel to the western boundary of the Ter¬ 
ritory of Minnesota; thence southward on said 
boundary to the Missouri river; thence down 
the main channel of said river to the place of 
beginning, be, and the same is hereby, created 
into a temporary Government, by the name of the 
Territory of Nebraska; and when admitted as a 
State or States, the said Terri lory, or any portion 
of the same, shall be received into the Union 
with or without slavery, as their Constitution 
may prescribe at the time of tlieit admission: 
Provided, That nothing in this act contained shall 
be construed to inhibit the Government of the 
United States from dividing said Territory into 
two or more Territories, in such manner and at 
such times as Congress shall deem convenient 
and proper, or from attaching any portion of said 
Territory to any other State or Territory of the 
United States: Provided, further, That nothing in 
this act contained shall be construed to impair 
the rights of person or property now pertaining 
to the Indians in said -Territory, so long as such 
rights shall remain unextinguished by treaty be¬ 
tween the United States and such Indians, or to 
include any territory which, by treaty with any 
Indian tribe, is not, without the consent of said 
tribe, to be included within the territorial limits 
or jurisdiction of any State or Territory; but 
all such territory shall be excepted out of the 
boundaries, and constitute no part of the Terri¬ 
tory of Nebfaska, until said tribe shall signify 
their assent to' the President of the United States 
to be included within the said Territory of Ne¬ 
braska, or to affect the authority of the Govern¬ 
ment of the United States to make any regulations 
respecting such Indians, their lands, property, or 
other rights, by treaty, law, or otherwise, which 
it would have been competent to the Government 
to make if this act had never passed. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the exec¬ 
utive power and authority in and over said Ter¬ 
ritory of Nebraska shall be vested in a Governor, 
who shall hold his office for four years, and until 
his successor shall be appointed and qualified, 
unless sooner removed by the President of the 
United States. Tho Governor shall reside within 
said Territory, and shall be commander-in-chief 
of the militia thereof. Be may grant pardons 
and respites for offences against the laws of said 
Territory, and reprieves for offences against the 
laW3 of the United States, until the decision of 
the President can bo made known thereon; he 
shall commission all officers who shall be ap¬ 
pointed to office under the laws of the said Ter¬ 
ritory, and Bhall take care that the laws be faith¬ 
fully executed. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That there 
shall be a Secretary of said Territory, who shall 
reside therein, and hold his office for five years, 
unless eooner removed by the President of the 
United States; he shall record and preserve all the 
laws and proceedings of the Legislative Assem¬ 
bly hereinafter constituted, and all the acts and 
proceedings of the Governor in his executive de¬ 
partment ; he shall transmit one copy of the laws 
and journals of the Legislative Assembly within 
thirty days after the end of each session, and one 
copy of the executive proceedings and official 
correspondence, semi-annually, on the first days 
of January and July in each year, to the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States, and two copies of the 


laws to the President of the Senate and to the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, to be 
deposited in the libraries of Congress; and, in 
case of the death, removal, resignation, or ab¬ 
sence of the Governor from the Territory, tho Sec¬ 
retary shall he, and he is hereby, authorized and 
required to execute and perform all the powers 
and duties of the Governor during such vacancy 
or absence, or until another Governor shall be 
duly appointed and qualified to fill such vacancy. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That tb'e legis¬ 
lative power and authority of said’ Territory shall 
be vested in the Governor and a Legislative As¬ 
sembly. The Legislative Assembly shall consist 
of a Council and House of Representatives. The 
Council shall consist of thr ce en members, hav¬ 
ing the qualifications of - voters, as hereinafter 
prescribed, whose term r-rf service shall continue 
two years. The House of Representatives shall, 
at its first session, Wjnsist of twenty-six members, 
possessing tho same qualifications as prescribed 
for members of the CouncH, and whose term gj 
service shall continue one year. The number ... 
Representatives may be increased by the Legisla¬ 
tive Assembly, from than to time, m proportion to 
tlifi Increase of 'pvditied voters: Provided, That 
the -yvhole nutfthe? shall never exceed thirty-nine; 
an apportionment shall be made, as nearly equal } 
as practicable, among the several counties or dis¬ 
tricts, far the election of the Council and Repre¬ 
sentatives, giving to each section of the Territory 
representation in the ratio of its qualified voters 
as nearly as may be. And the members of the 
Council and of the House of Representatives shall 
reside in, and be inhabitants of, the district or 
county, or counties, for which they may be elected, 
respectively. Previous to the first election, the 
Governor shall cause a census, or enumeration 
of the inhabitants and qualified voters of the sev¬ 
eral counties and districts of the Territory, to bo 
taken by such persons and in snob mode as the 
Governor shall designate and appoint; and the 
persons so appointed shall receive a reasonable 
compensation therefor. And the first election 
shall be held at such time and places, and be con¬ 
ducted in such manner, both as to the persons 
who shall superintend such election and the re¬ 
turns thereof, as the Governor shall appoint and 
direct; and lie shall at the same time declare the 
number of members of the Council and House ol 
Representatives to which each of the counties 01 
districts shall be entitled under this act. TI" 
persons having the highest number of legal vote 
in each of said Council districts, for members 
the Council, shall be declared by the Governor 
he duly elected to the Council; and-the persons 
having the highest number of legal votes for the 
House of Representatives, shall be declared by 
the Governor to be duly elected members of said 
House : Provided, That in case two or more per¬ 
sons voted for shall have an equal number of 
votes, and in case a vacancy shall otherwise oc¬ 
cur in either branch of the Legislative Assembly, 
the Governor shall order a new election ; and the 
persons thus elected to the Legislative Assembly 
shall meet at such place and on such day as the 
Governor shall appoint; but thereafter, the time, 
place, and manner of holding and conducting all 
elections by the people, and the apportioning the 
representation in the several counties, or districts, 
to the Council and House of Representatives, ac¬ 
cording to the number of qualified voters, shall be 
prescribed bylaw, as well as the day of the con 
mencement of the regular sessions of the Legish 
live Assembly: Provided, That no session in any 
one year shall exceed the term of forty days, except 
the first session, which may continue sixty days. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That every 
free white male inhabitant above the age of twen¬ 
ty-one years, who sball.be an actual resident of 
said Territory, and 6hall possess the qualifications 
hereinafter prescribed, shall be entitled to vote 
at the first election, and shall be eligible to any 
office within the said Territory; but the qualifi¬ 
cations of voters, and of holding office, at all 
subsequent elections, shall be such as shall be 
prescribed by the Legislative Assembly: Provided, 
That the right of suffrage and of holding office 
shall be exercised only by citizens of the United 
States, and those who shall have declared on oath 
their intention to become such, and shall have 
taken an oath to support the Constitution of the 
United States and tho provisions of this act: 
And provided, further, That no officer, soldier, sea¬ 
man, or marine, or other person in the army of 
navy of the United States, or attached to troops 
in the service of the United States, shall be al¬ 
lowed to vote or hold office in said Territory, by 
reason of being on service therein. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That thelegis- 
lativa power of the Territory shall extend to all 
rightful subjects of legislation consistent with 
the Constitution of the United States and the 
/ provisions of this act; bat no law shall be passed 
1 interfering with the primary disposal of the soil; 
no tax shall he imposed upon the property of the 
United States; nor shall the lands or other prop¬ 
erty of non-residents be ‘axed higher than the 
lands or other property of residents. Every bill 
which shall have passed the Council and House 
of Representatives of the said Territory shall, be¬ 
fore it become a law, be presented to the Governor 
of the Territory; if he approve, he shall sign it; 
but if not, he shall return it with his objections 
to the House in which it originated, who shall 
enter the objections at large on their journal, and 
proceed to reconsider it. If, after such reconsid¬ 
eration, two-thirds of that House shall agree to 
pass the bill, it shall be sent, together with the 
objections, to the other House, by which it shall 
likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by two- 
thirds- of that House, it shall become a law. But 
in all such cases the votes of both Houses shall be 
determined by yeas and nays, to be entered on 


the journal of each Honse, respectively. If any 
bill shall not be returned by the Governor within 
three days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have 
been presented to him, the same shall be a law, 
in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the 
Assembly, by adjournment, prevent its return, in 
which ease it shall not be a law. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That all town¬ 
ship, district, and county officers, not herein 
otherwise provided for, shall be appointed or 
elected, as the case may be, in such manner as 
shall be provided by the Governor and Legisla¬ 
tive Assembly of the Territory of Nebraska. The 
Governor shall nominate, and, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Legislative Council, 
appoint all officers not herein otherwise provided 
for ; and in the first instance the Governor alone 
may appoint all said officers, who shall hold their 
offices until the end of the first session of the 
Legislative Assembly; and shall lay off the ne¬ 
cessary districts for members of the Council and 
House of Representatives, and all other officers. 

Seo. 8. And be it further enacted, That no mem¬ 
ber of the. Legislative Assembly shall hold, or be 
appointed to, any office which shall have been 
created, or the salary or emoluments of which 
shall have been increased, while he was a mem¬ 
ber, during the term for which he was elected,-! 
and. for one year after the expiration of such 
t “ ,- m; but this restriction shall not be applicable

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That the judi¬ 
cial power of Baid Territory shall be vested in a 
Supreme Court, District Courts, Probate Courts, 
and in Justices of the Peace. The Supreme Court- 
shall consist of a Chief Justice and two Associate 
Justices, any two of whom shall constitute a quo¬ 
rum, and who shall hold a term at the seat of 
Government of said Territory annually, and they 
shall hold their offices during the period of four 
years, and until their successors shall bei appoint¬ 
ed and qualified. The said Territory shall be di¬ 
vided into three judicial districts, and a District 
Court shall be held in each of said < listricts by 
— of the Justices of the Supreme Court, at such 

3S and places as may bq prescribed! by law; 
and. the said judges shall, after their appoint¬ 
ments, respectively reside in the districts which 
shall be assigned them. The jurisdiction tof the 
several courts herein provided for, both appellate 
and original, and that of the Probate Courts and 
of Justices of the Peace, shall be as limitesd by 
law : Provided, That Justices of the Peace shall 
not have jurisdiction of any matter in controv ersy 
when the title or boundaries of land may Re in 
dispute, or where the debt or sum claimed Shall 
exceed one hundred dollars; and the said Su¬ 
preme and District Courts, respectively, shall pos¬ 
sess chancery as well as common law jurisdiction. 
Each District Court, or the judge thereof, shall 
appoint its clerk, who shall also b e the register 
in chancery, and shall keep his offi ce at the place 
where the court may be’ held. Writs of error, 
bills of exception, and appeals, shall be allowed 
cases from the final decisioms of said Dis- 
Gon-rts to the Supremo Coiert, under such 
regulations as may he prescribed fey law; but in 
no case removed to the Supreme Court, shall trial 
by jury be allowed in said cour t. The Supreme 
Court, or the justices thereof, shall appoint its 
vn clerk, and every clerk eh: ill hold his office

cided by the said S upreme Court, without regard 
to the value of the matter, property, or title in 
controversy; and except also that a writ of error 
or appeal shall also be allowed to the Supremo 
Court of the United States, from the decision of 
the said Supreme Court created by this act, or of 
any judge thereof, or of the District Courts created 
by this act, or of any judge, thereof, upon any 
writ of hafyeas corpus, involving the question of 
personal f.-cedom : Provided, That nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to apply to or affect 
the previsions of the “act respecting fugitives 
from j ustice, and persons escaping from the ser- 
'of their masters,” approved February twelfth, 
nteen hundred and ninety-three, and the 
t to amend and supplementary to the afore¬ 
said act,” approved September eighteen, eighteen 
h’andred and fifty ; and oach of the'said District 
Clouets shall have and exercise tho same jurisdic¬ 
tion, in all cases arising under 1 the Constitution 
and laws of the United States, as is vested in the 
Circuit and District Courts of the United States; 
and the said Supreme and District Courts of the 
said Territory, and the respective judges thereof, 
shall and may grant writs of habeas corpus in 
all cases in which the same are granted by the 
judges of the United States in the District of Co¬ 
lumbia ; and the first six days of every term of 
said courts, or so much thereof as shall be neces¬ 
sary, shall bo appropriated to the trial of causes 
arising under the said Constitution and laws, and 
writs of orror and appeal in ail such cases shall 
be made to the Supreme Court of said Territory, 
the same as in other eases. The said clerk shall 
receive in all such, cases the same fees which the 
clerks of the district courts of Utah Territory 
now receive for similar service. 

Seo. 10. And be it further enacted, That the 
provisions of an act entitled “An act respecting 
fugitives from justice, and persons escaping from 
the service of their masters," approved February 
twelve, seventeen hundred and ninety-three, and 
the provisions of the act entitled “An act to 
amend and jhpplementary to the aforesaid act,” 
approved September eighteen, eighteen hundred 
and fifty, be, and the same are hereby, declared 
to extend to and be in full force within the limits 
of said Territory of Nebraska. 

Seo. 11. And be it further enacted, That there 
shall be appointed an Attorney for said Territory, 
who shall continue in office for four years, and 
until his successor shall be appointed and quali¬ 
fied, unless sooner removed by the President, and 
who shall receive the same fees and salary as the 
Attorney of the United S tates for the present Ter¬ 
ritory of Utah. There shall also be a Marshal for 
the Territory appointed, who shall hold his office 
for four years, and until his successor shall be 
appointed and qualified, unless sooner removed 
by the President, and who shall execute all pro¬ 
cesses issuing from the said courts when exerci¬ 
sing their jurisdiction as Circuit and District 
Courts of the United States; he shall perform the 
duties, he subject to the same regulations and 
penalties, and be entitled to the same fees, as the 
Marshal of the District Court of the United States 
for the present Territory of Utah, and shall, in 
addition, be paid two hundred dollars annually 
as a compensation for extra services. 

Sac. 12. And be it further enacted, That the 
Governor, Secretary, Chief Justice, and Associate 
Justices, Attorney, and Marshal, shall he nomi¬ 
nated, and, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, appointed by the President of the 
United States. Tho Governor and Secretary, to 
be appointed as aforesaid, shall, before they act 
as such, respectively take an oath or affirmation, 
before the District Judge or some Justice of the 
Peace in the limits of said Territory, duly author¬ 
ized to administer oaths and affirmations by the 
laws now m force therein, or before the Chief 
Justice or some Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, to support the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States, and faithfully to 
discharge the duties of their respective offices, 
which said oaths, when so taken, shall be certi¬ 
fied by the person by whom the same shall have 
been taken; and such certificates shall he received 
and recorded by the said Secretary among the 
executive proceedings; and the Chief Justice and 
Associate Justices, and all other civil officers in 
said Territory, before they act as such, shall take 
& like oath or affirmation before the said Gov¬ 
ernor or Secretary, or some Judge or Justice of 
the Peace of the Territory who may be duly 
commissioned and qualified, which said oath or 
affirmation shall be certified and transmitted by 
the person taking the same to the Secretary, to 
be by him recorded as aforesaid; and, afterwards, 
the like oath or affirmation shall be taken, certi¬ 
fied, and recorded, in such manner and form as 
may be prescribed by law. The Governor shall 
receive an annual salary of two thousand five 
hundred dollars. The Chief Justice and Associate 
Justices shall each receive an annual salary of 
two thousand dollars. The Secretary shall re¬ 
ceive an annual salary of two thousand dollars. 
The said salaries shall be paid quarter-yearly, 
from the dates of the respective appointments, at 
the Treasury of the United States; but no such 
payment shall be made until said officers shall 
have entered upon the duties of their respective 
appointments. The members of the Legislative 
Assembly shall he entitled to receive three dol¬ 
lars each per day during their attendance at the 
sessions thereof, and three dollars each for every 
twenty miles travel in. going to and returning 
from the said sessions, estimated according to 
the nearest usually travelled route; and an ad¬ 
ditional allowance of three dollars shall be paid 
to the presiding officer of each Honse for each 
day he shall so preside. And a Chief Clerk, one 
Assistant Clerk, a Sergeant-at-arms, and Door¬ 
keeper, may be chosen for each House; and the 
Chief Clerk shall receive four dollars per day, 
and the said other officers three dollars per day, 


during the session of the Legislative Assembly; ' 
but no other officers shall be paid by the United 
States: Provided, That there shall be but one 
Session of the Legislature annually, unless, on an 
extraordinary occasion, the Governor shall think 
proper to call the Legislature together. There 
shall be appropriated, annually, the usual sum, 
to be expended by the Governor, to defray the 
contingent expenses of the Territory, including 
the salary of a clerk of the executive depart¬ 
ment ; and there shall also be appropriated, an¬ 
nually, a sufficient sum, to be expended by the 
Secretary of the Territory, and upon an estimate 
to be made by the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the United States, to defray the expenses of the 
Legislative Assembly, the printing of the laws, 
and other incidental expenses; and the Governor . 
and Secretary of the Territory shall, in the dis¬ 
bursement of all moneys intrusted to them, be 
governed solely by the instructions of the Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury of the United States, and 
shall, semi-annually, account to the said Secre¬ 
tary for the manner in which the aforesaid mo¬ 
neys shall have been expended; and no expendi¬ 
ture shall be made by said Legislative Assembly 
for objects not specially authorized by the acts of 
Congress making the appropriations, nor beyond 
the sums thus appropriated for such objects. 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted, , That the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Nebras¬ 
ka shall hold its first session at such time and 
place in said Territory as the Governor thereof 
shall appoint and direct; and at said first session, 

*.s soon thereafter as they shall deem expedi- 

, the Governor and Legislature Assembly shall 
proceed to locate and establish the seat of Gov¬ 
ernment for said Territory at such place as they 
may deem eligible; which place, however, shall 
thereafter be subject to be changed by the said 
Governor and Legislative Assembly. 

Seo. 14. And be it further enacted, That a Del¬ 
egate to the House of Representatives of the 
United States, to serve for the term of two years, 
who shall be a citizen of the United States, may 
he elected by the votb'rs qualified to elect mem¬ 
bers of the Legislative Assembly, who shall be 
entitled to the same rights and privileges as are 
exercised and enjoyed by the Delegates from the 
several other Territories of the United States to 
the said Honse of Representatives, but the Del¬ 
egate first elected shall hold his seat only during 
the term of the Congress to which he shall be 
elected., The first election shall be held at such 
and places, and be conducted in such man- 
, as the Governor shall appoint and direct; 
and at all subsequent elections, the times, places, 
and manner of holding the elections, shall be 
prescribed by law. The person having the great¬ 
est number of votes shall be declared by the 
Governor to be duly elected, and a certificate 
thereof shall be given accordingly. That the 
Constitution, and all laws of the United States 
which are not locally inapplicable, shall have the 
same force and effect within the said Territory Of 
Nebraska as elsewhere within the United States, 
except the eighth section of the act preparatory 
to the admission of Missouri into the Union, 
approved March sixth, eighteen hundred and 
twenty, which, being inconsistent with the prin¬ 
ciple of non-intervention by Congress with sla¬ 
very in the States and Territories, as recognised 
by the legislation of eighteen hundred and. fifty, 
commonly called tho Compromise Measures, is 
hereby declared inoperative and void; it being 
the true intent and meaning of this act, not to 
legislate slavery into any Territory or State, nor 
to exclude it therefrom, but to leave the people 
thereof perfectly free to form and regulate their 
domestic institutions in their own way, subject 
only to the Constitution of the United States: 
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to revive or put in force any law or 
regulation which may have existed prior to the 
act of sixth March, eighteen hundred and twenty,, 
either protecting, establishing, prohibiting, or 
abolishing slavery. 

Seo. 15. And be it further enacted, That there 
shall hereafter be appropriated, as has been 
customary for the Territorial Governments, a 
sufficient amount, to be expended under the 
direction of the said. Governor of the Territory 
of Nebraska, not exceeding the sums heretofore 
appropriated for similar objects, for the erection 
of suitable public buildings at the seat of Gov¬ 
ernment, and for the purchase of a library, to be 
kept at the seat of Government for the use of the 
Governor, Legislative Assembly, Judges of the 
Supreme Court, Secretary, Marshal, and Attorney 
of said Territory, and such other persons, and un¬ 
der such regulations, as shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 16. And be it further enacted , That when 
the lands in the said Territory shall be surveyed 
under the direction of the Government of the 
United States, preparatory to bringing the same 
into market, sections numbered sixteen and 
thirty-six, in each township in said Territory, 
shall be, and the same are hereby, reserved for 
tho purpose of being applied to schools in said 
Territory, and in the States and Territories here¬ 
after to be erected out of the same. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enacted, That, until 
otherwise provided by law, the Governor of said 
Territory may define the judicial districts of said 
Territory, and assign the judges who may be 
appointed for said Territory to the several dis¬ 
tricts ; and also appoint the times and places 
for holding courts in the several counties of 
subdivisions in each of said judicial districts, by 
proclamation, to he issued by him; but the Le¬ 
gislative Assembly, at their first or any subse¬ 
quent session, may organize, alter, or modify 
such judicial districts, and assign the judges, and 
alter the times and places of holding the courts, 
as to them shall seem proper and convenient. 

Seo. 18. And be it further enacted, That all offi¬ 
cers to be appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, for 
the Territory of Nebraska, who, by virtue of the 
provisions of any law now existing, of which may 
lie enacted during the present Congress, are re¬ 
quired to give security for moneys that may he 
intrusted with them for disbursement, shall give 
such security, at such time and place, and in 
such manner as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 19. And be it further enacted, That all that 
part of the territory of the United States included 
within the following limits, except such portions 
thereof as are hereinafter expressly exempted 
from the operations of this.act, to wit: beginning 
at a point on the western boundary of the State 
of Missouri, where the thirty-seventh parallel of 
north latitude crosses the same ; thence west on 
said parallel to the eastern boundary of New 
Mexico;, thence north on said boundary to lati¬ 
tude thirty-eight; thence following said bound¬ 
ary westward to the east boundary of the Terri¬ 
tory of Utah, on the summit of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains ; thence northward on said summit to the 
fortieth parallel of latitude; thence east on said 
parallel to the western boundary of the State of 
Missouri; thence south with the western bound¬ 
ary of said State to the place of beginning, he, 
and the same is hereby, created into a temporary 
Government, by the name of the Territory of 
Kansas; and when admitted as a State or States, 
the said Territory, or any portion of the same, 
shall be received into the Union with or without 
slavery, as their Constitution may prescribe at 
the time of their admission: Provided, That 
nothing in this act contained shall be construed 
to inhibit the Government of the United States 
from dividing said Territory into two or more 
Territories, in such manner and at such times as 
Congress shall deem convenient and proper, or 
from attaching any portion of said Territory to 
any other State or Territory of the United States: 
Provided, further, That nothing in this act con¬ 
tained shall be construed to impair the rights 
of person or property now pertaining to the 
Indians in said Territory, so long as such rights 
shall remain unextinguished by treaty between 
the United States and such Indians, or to include 
any territory which, by treaty with any Indian 
tribe, is not, without the consent of said tribe, to 
be included within the territorial limits or juris¬ 
diction of any State or Territory ; hut all such 
territory shall be excepted out of the boundaries, 
and constitute no part of the Territory of Kansas, 
until said" tribe shall signify their assent to the 
President of the United States to be included 
within the said Territory of Kansas, or to affect 
the authority of the Government of the United 
States to make any regulation respecting such 
Indians, their lands, property, or other rights, by 
treaty, law, or otherwise) which it would have 
been competeqt to the Government to make if] 
this act had never passed. 

Sso. 20: And be it further enacted, That the ex¬ 
ecutive power and authority in and over said 
Territory of Kansas shall be vested in a Govern¬ 
or, who shall hold Ms office for four years, and 
until his successor shall be appointed and quali¬ 
fied, unless sooner removed by the President of I 
the United States. The Governor ehall reside 
within said Territory, and shall be commander- 
in-chief of the militia thereof. He may grant 
pardons and respites for offences against the laws 
of said Territory, and reprieves for offences 
against the laws of the United States, until the 
decision of the President can be made known 
thereon; he shall commission all officers who 
shall be appointed to office under the laws of 
the said Territory, and shall take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed. 

Sac. 21. And be it further enacted, That there 
shall he a Secretary of said Territory, who shall 
reside therein, and hold his office for five years, 
unless sooner removed by the President of the 
United States; he shall record and preserve all the 
laws and proceedings of the Legislative Assembly 
hereinafter constituted, and all the acts and pro¬ 
ceedings of the Governor in his executive de¬ 
partment; he shall transmit one.copj*of the laws 
and journals of the Legislative Assembly within 


thirty days after the end of each session, and one 
copy of the executive proceedings and official 
correspondence semi-annually, on the first days of 
January and July in each year, to the President 
of the United States, and two copies of the laws 
' the President of the Senate and to the Speak- j 

of the House of Representatives, to be deposit¬ 
ed in the libraries of Congress, and, in cgse of 
the death, removal, resignation, or absence of the 
Governor from the Territory, the Secretary shall 
he, and he is hereby, authorized and required to 
execute and perform all the powers and duties of i 
the Governor during such vacancy or absence, 
or until another Governor shall be duly appoint- | 
ed and qualified to fill snob vacancy. 

Sec. 22 . And be it further enacted, That the legis¬ 
lative power and authority of said Territory shall 
be vested in the Governor and a Legislative As¬ 
sembly. The Legislative Assembly shall consist 
of a Council and House of Representatives. The 
Council shall consist of thirteen members, hav¬ 
ing -the qualifications of voters, as hereinafter 
prescribed, whose term of service shall continue 
years. The House of Representatives shall, 
s first session, consist of twenty-six members, 
possessing the same qualifications as prescribed 
for members of the Council, and whose term of 
service shall continue one year. The number of 
Representatives may be increased by the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly from time to time, in proportion " 
to the increase of qualified voters:. Provided, 
That the whole number shall never exceed thirty- 
nine. An apportionment shall be made, as nearly 
equal as practicable, among the several counties 
or districts, for the election of the Council and 
Representatives, giving to each section of the 
Territory representation in the ratio of its quali¬ 
fied voters as nearly as may be. And the mem- 
bersof the Council and of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives shall reside in, and be inhabitants of, 
the district or county, or counties, for which they 
may be elected; respectively. Previous to the 
first election, the Governor shall cause a census 
or enumeration of the inhabitants and qualified 
voters of the several counties and districts of the 
Territory to be taken by such persons and in 
such mode as the Governor shall designate and 
appoint,; and the persons so appointed shall re¬ 
ceive a reasonable compensation therefor. And 
the first election shall be hold at such time and 
places, and be conducted in such manner, both 
as to tlie persons who shall: superintend such 
election and the returns thereof, as the Governor 
shall appoint and direct; and he shall at the 
same time declare the number of members of the 
Council and’ House of Representatives to which 
each of the counties or districts shall be entitled 
under this act. The persons having the highest 
number of legal votes in each of said Council 
districts, for members of the Council, shall be de¬ 
clared by the Governor to be duly elected to the 
Council; and the persons having the highest 
number of legal votes for the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, shall be declared by the Governor to 
be duly elected members of said House: Provided, 
That in case two or more persons voted for shall 
have an equal number of votes, and in case a va¬ 
cancy shall otherwise occur in either branch of 
the Legislative Assembly, the Governor shall or¬ 
der a new election; and the persons thus elected 
to the Legislative Assembly shall meet at Such 
plaee and on such day as the Governor Shall ap¬ 
point; but thereafter, the time, place, and man¬ 
ner of holding and conducting all elections by 
the people, and the apportioning the representa¬ 
tion in the several counties or districts to the 
Council and House of Representatives, according 
to the number of qualified voters, shall be pre¬ 
scribed by law, as well as the day of the com¬ 
mencement of the regular sessions of the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly: Provided, That no session in any 
one year shall exceed the term of forty days, except 
the first session, which may continue sixty days. 

Sec. 23. And be it further enacted, That every 
free white male inhabitant above the age of twen¬ 
ty-one years, who shall be an actual resident of 
said Territory, and shall possess the qualifications 
hereinafter prescribed, shall be entitled to vote at 
the first election, and shall be eligible to any 
office within the said Territory; but the qualifi¬ 
cations of voters; and of holding office, at all 
subsequent elections, shall he such as shall be 
prescribed by the Legislative Assembly: Provided, 
That the right of suffrage and of holding office 
shall be exercised only by citizens of the United 
States, and those who shall have declared on 
oath their intention to become such, and shaU 
have taken an oath to support the Constitution 
of the United States and the provisions of this 
act* And provided, further, That no officer, soldier, 
Seaman, marine, or other person in the army or 
navy of the United States, or attached to troops 
in the service of the United States, shall be al¬ 
lowed to vote or hold office in said Territory, by 
reason of being on service therein. 

Seo. 24. And be it further enacted ; That the legis¬ 
lative power of the Territory shall extend to all 
rightful subjects of legislation consistent with 
the Constitution of the United States and the 
provisions of this a’ct; but no law shall be passed 
interfering with the primary disposal Of the soil; 
no tax shall be imposed upon the property of the 
United States; nor shall the lands or other prop¬ 
erty of nonresidents he taxed higher than the 
lands or other property of residents. Every bill 
which shall have passed the Council and House 
of Representatives of the said Territory, shall, 
before it become a law, be presented to the’ Gov¬ 
ernor of the Territory; if he approve, he shall 
sign it; hut if not, he shall return it with his ob¬ 
jections to the House iu which.it originated, who 
shall enter the objections at large on their jour¬ 
nal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after such 
reconsideration, two-thirds of that House shall, 
agree to pass the hill, it shall be sent, together 
with the objections, to the other House, by which 
it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved 
by two-thirds of that . House, it shall become a 
law. But in all such cases the votes of both 
Houses shall be determined by yeas and nays, to 
be entered on the journal of each House, respect¬ 
ively. If any bill Bhall not be returned by the 
Governor within three days (Sundays excepted) 
after it shall have been presented to him, the same 
shall be a law in like manner as if he had signed 
it, unless the Assembly, by adjournment, pre* 
vent its return, in which case it shall not be a law. 

Sec. 25.. And be it further enacted, Thatall town¬ 
ship, district, and county officers, not herein oth¬ 
erwise provided for, shall be appointed or elected, 
as the case may be, in such manner as shall be 
provided by the Governor and Legislative Assem¬ 
bly of the Territory of Kansas. The Governor 
shall nominate, and, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Council, appoint all 
officers not herein otherwise provided for; and in 
the first instance the Governor alone may appoint 
all said officers, who shall hold their offices until 
the end of the first session of the Legislative 
Assembly; and shall lay off the .necessary dis¬ 
tricts for members of the Council and House of 
Representatives, and all other officers. 

Sec. 26. And be it further enacted, That no 
ber of the Legislative Assembly shall bold, 
appointed to, any office which shall have been 
created, or the salary or emoluments of which, 
shall have been increased, while he was a mem¬ 
ber, during the term for which he was elected, 
and for one year after the expiratio'n of such 
term; but this restriction shall not be applicable 
to members of the first Legislative Assembly 
and no person holding a commission or appoint¬ 
ment under the United States, exccj^pstmast®, 
shall be a member of the Legislative Ass""***' 
or Bhall hold any office under the Go' ’ 11 
said Territory. 

Seo,. 27. And be it further enacted, That the ju¬ 
dicial power of said Territory shall be vested in 
a Supreme Court, District Courts, Probate Courts, 
and in Justices of the Peace. The Su.pi 
Court shall consist of a Chief Justice and 
Associate Justices; any two of whom shad 
Stitute a quorum, and who shall hold a tei 
the seat of Government of said Territory annu¬ 
ally ; and they shall hold their offices during the 
period of four years, and until their successors 
shall he appointed and qualified. The said Ter¬ 
ritory shall be divided into three judicial districts, 
and a District Court shall be held in each of said 
districts by one of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, at such times and places as may be pre¬ 
scribed by law; and the said Judges shall, after 
their appointments, respectively, reside in the 
districts which .shall be assigned them.

approved September eighteenth, eighteen hun¬ 
dred and fifty, be, and the same are hereby, de¬ 
clared to extend to and be in full force within 
the limits of the said Territory of Kansas. 

Sec. 29. And be it further enacted, That there 
shall be appointed an Attorney for said Territory, 
Who shall continue in officq^for four years, and 
until his successor shall bo appointed and quali¬ 
fied, unless sooner removed by the President, and 
who shall receive the same foes and salary as the 
Attorney of the “United States for the present 
Territory of Utah. There shall also be a Marshal 
for the Territory appointed; who shall hold his 


The Supreme Court, or the justices 
thereof, shall appoint its own clerk, and every 
clerk shall hold his office at the pleasure of the 
court for . which he shall have been appointed." 
Writs of error, and appeals from the final deci¬ 
sions of said Supremo Court, shall be allowed, 
and may be taken to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, in the same manner and under the 
same regulations as from the Circuit Courts of 
the United States, where the value of the prop¬ 
erty, or the amount in controversy, tQ be 


tomary for the Territorial Governments, a suffi¬ 
cient amount, to be expended under the direction 
of the said Governor of the Territory of Kansas, 
not exceeding the sums heretofore appropriated 
for similar object®, for the erection of suitable 
public buildings at the seat of Government, and 
for the purchase of a library, to be kept at the 
seat of Government, for the use of the Governor, 
Legislative Assembly, Judges of the Supreme 
Court, Secretary, Marshal, and Attorney of said 
Territory, and such other persons, and under such 
regulations, as shall be prescribed by law. 

Seo. 34. And be it further enacted, That when 
the lands in the said Territory shall be surveyed, 
under the direction of the Government of the 
United States, preparatory to. bringing the same 
into market, sections numbered sixteen and thir¬ 
ty-six in each township in said Territory shall 
be, and the same are hereby, reserved for the pur¬ 
pose of being applied to schools in said Territo¬ 
ry, and in the States and Territories hereaftet to 
be erected out of the same. 

Seo. 35. And be it further enacted, That, until 
otherwise provided by law, the Governor of said 
Territory may define the judicial districts of said 
Territory, and assign the judges who may be ap¬ 
pointed for said Territory to the several districts ; 
and also appoint the times and places for holding 
courts in the several counties or subdivisions in 
each of said judicial districts, by proclamation, to 
be issued by him; but the Legislative Assembly, at 
their first or any subsequent session, may organ¬ 
ize, alter, or modify such judicial districts, and as¬ 
sign the judges, and alter tho times and places of 
holding the courts, as to them shall seem proper 
and convenient. 

Seo. 36. And be it further enacted, That all offi- 
srs to Be appointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, for the Ter¬ 
ritory of Kansas, who, by virtue of the provisions 
of any law now existing, or which may be enact¬ 
ed during the present Congress, are required to 
give security for moneys that may ha intrusted 
with them for disbursement, shall give such se¬ 
curity, at such time and place, and in such manner, 
"" the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe. . 

Sec. 37. And be it further enacted, That all trea¬ 
ties, laws, and other engagements made by the 
Government of the United States with the Indian 
tribes inhabiting the territories embraced within 
this act, shall be faithfully and rigidly observed, 
notwithstanding anything contained in this act; 
and that the existing agencies and superintenden- 
eies of said Indians be continued, with the same 
powers and duties which are now prescribed by 
law, except that the President of the United 
States may, at his discretion, change the location 
of the office of superintendent.

And be it further enacted, That the 
Governor, Secretary, Chief Justice, and Associate 
Justices, Attorney, and Marshal, shall be nomi¬ 
nated, and, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, appointed fey the President of the 
United States. The Governor and Secretary to 
be appointed as aforesaid shall, before they act 
as such, respectively take an oath or affirmation 
before the District Judge or some Justice of the 
Peace in the limits of said Territory, duly author¬ 
ized to administer oaths and affirmations by the 
laws now in force therein, or before the Chief 
Justice or some Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, to support the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States, and faithfully to 
discharge the duties of their respective offices) j 
which said oaths, when so taken, shall be certi¬ 
fied by the person by Whom the same shall have 
been taken; and such certificates shaU be re¬ 
ceived and recorded by the said Secretary among 
the executive proceedings; and the Chief Justice 
and Associate Justices, and all other civil officers 
in said Territory, before they act as such, shall 
take a like oath or affirmation before the said 
Governor or Secretary, or some Judge or Justice 
of the Peace of the Territory who may be duly 
commissioned and qualified, which said oath or 
affirmation shall be certified and transmitted by 
the person taking the same to the Secretary, to 
be by him recorded as aforesaid; and, afterwards, 
the like oath or affirmation shall be taken, certi¬ 
fied, and recorded, in such manner and form as 
may be prescribed by law. The Governor shall 
receive an annual salary of two thousand five 
hundred dollars. The Chief Justice and Associ¬ 
ate Justices shall receive an annual salary of two 
thousand dollars. The Secretary shall receive 
an annual salary of two thousand dollars. The 
said salaries shall be paid quarter-yearly, frojn 
the dates of the respective appointments, at the 
Treasury of the United States ; but no such pay¬ 
ment shall be made until said officers shall, have 
entered upon the duties of their respective ap¬ 
pointments. The members of the Legislative 
Assembly shall be entitled to receive three dol¬ 
lars each per day during their attendance at the 
sessions thereof, and three dollars each for every 
twenty miles travel in going to and returning 
from the said sessions, estimated according to 
the nearest usually travelled route; and an ad¬ 
ditional allowance of threo^ dollars shall be paid 
to the presiding officer of each House, for each 
day he shall so preside. And a Chief Clerk, one 
Assistant Clerk, a Sergeant-at-arms, and Door¬ 
keeper, may be chosen for each House; and the 
Chief Clerk shall receive four dollars per day, 
and the said other officers three dollars per day, 
during the session of the Legislative Assembly; 
but no other officers shall be paid by the United' 
States: Provided, That there shall be but one 
session of the Legislature annually, unless, on an 
extraordinary occasion, the Governor shall think 
proper to call the Legislature together. There 
shall be- appropriated, annually, the usual sum, 
to be expended by the Governor, to defray the 
contingent expenses of the Territory, including 
the salary of a clerk of the executive depart¬ 
ment; and there shall also be appropriated, an¬ 
nually, a sufficient sum, to be expended by the 
Secretary of the Territory, and upon an estimate 
to be made by the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the United States, to defray the expenses of the 
Legislative Assembly, the printing of the laws, 
and other incidental expenses; and the Governor 
and Secretary of the Territory shall, in the dis¬ 
bursement of all moneys intrusted to them, be 
governed solely by the instructions of the Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury of the United States, and 
shall, semi-annually, account to the said Secre¬ 
tary for the manner in which the aforesaid mon¬ 
eys shall have been expended; and no expendi¬ 
ture shall be made by said Legislative Assembly 
for objects not specially authorized by the acts of 
Congress making the appropriations, nor beyond

That the Constitution, and all 
laws of the United States which are not locally 
inapplicable, shall have the same force and effect 
within the said Territory of Kansas as elsewhere 
within the United States, except the eighth 
tion of the act preparatory to the admission of 
Missouri into the Union, approved March sixth, 
eighteen hundred and twenty, which being incon¬ 
sistent with the principle of non-intervention by 
Congress with slavery in the State3 and Territo¬ 
ries, as recognised by the legislation of eighteen 
hundred and fifty, commonly called tho compro¬ 
mise measures, is hereby declared inoperative 
and void ; it being the true intent and meaning of 
this act, not to legislate slavery into any Territory
